For all these seasons it is impos- 
sible to guarantee seeds under all circumstances, and, 
while we exercise the greatest care to have all seeds 
pure and reliable, we give no warranty, express or im- 
plied, as to description, quality, productiveness or any 
other matter of any Seeds, Bulbs, or plants we send out, 
and we will not be in any way responsible for the crop. 
If the purchaser does not accept the goods on these 
terms, they are at once to be returned.

Many weeks of severe dry weather had 
no effect on Livingston’s Early Sugar. In midsummer the 
stalks looked as fresh and green as early in the Spring, 
the heavy, healthy foliage showed no bad effect of the 
drouth. Stalks averaged six feet tall and plants were 
free from suckers, which we think, is responsible for 
their exceptionally sturdy growth. It is the strongest 
growing early variety of Sweet Corn we know.

A Word in Regard to Growing Perennials from Seed 


The seeds of most hardy plants are slower in starting than the annuals so that it is important that the ground 
be kept moist until they come up. An ideal place to start them is in a cold frame. You can then control the 
moisture, the rays of the sun and the rain and are almost sure of having a fine crop of plants. All of the plants 
described with the exception of the Oriental Poppy should be transplaited as soon as large enough to handle. 
The poppy should be sown thinly and left until August before being moved. It is quite sensitive and should not be 
moved when in full growth, but can readily be transplanted when dormant.

Pumpkins are not so particular in regard to soil as Melons or Cucumbers, but in other respects are cultivated in a simi- 
lar manner. Sow in the month of May, when you plant your corn. Make hills, the same as you do for Squashes, but do 
not make the hills too close; you will find that 8 to 10 feet apart each way is much better than nearer planting. It is 
preferable to grow large quantities of Pumpkins as a special field crop and not in the kitchen garden, as they always mix 
so badly with the Squashes and other vines. The few you doneed to grow in the home garden you should put in your most 
remote corner. You will, of course, sow some amongst your late corn, putting in a few seeds, say, every third or fourth 
hill. This will give you plenty for the table, and your stock the coming winter. One ounce of seed will plant 15 hills;

How to Make a Lawn.—tThe preparation of the soil is very important in making a good lawn. As early as possible in 
the Spring it should be thoroughly dug or ploughed to the depth of 10 or 12 inches and properly graded to the desired 
level. Remove all stones, sticks, sods, etc., harrow or rake it fine and roll it firm. It is impossible to get the soil too 
fine to receive the seed. After rolling the soil will be ready for the seed. If the soil is poor, wood ashes, bone meal or 
pulverized sheep manure should be added after digging it up. Well-rotted stable manure is also good, but it often con- 
tains weed seeds. Sow the best seed obtainable; it is always cheapest in the end; use quantity as indicated by table on 
this page. It is best to sow seed liberally, not only so as to produce a lawn quickly, but because the best lawn seed pro- 
duces fine-leaved grasses which should take entire possession of the ground at once, thus choking out and preventing 
the development of any weed seeds, which are apt to be in all soils. Sow seed by hand, distributing it evenly, going 
both ways across the plot. After sowing, cover the seed by raking lightly; then roll. When the grass has become well 
rooted, use lawn mower. Keep the mower sharp, as if dull it will pull and injure the grass, besides causing the lawn 
to have an uneven appearance. Never allow the grass to become so high that the mower will take off the first joint, as 
this is an injury. Mow as often as necessary; in growing weather at least once a week. Let the short clippings remain 
on the lawn, as they wither and dry and form a protection to the roots. When the clippings are long, they should be 
raked off, for, besides being unsightly, they are also injurious. When dry and hot, avoid cutting too close. 

To Grass a Terrace.—Take for each square rod a pound of lawn grass seed, and mix it with about six cubic feet of 
good dry garden loam. Place it in a tub and add liquid manure, diluted with about two-thirds water until the mixture 
has the consistency of mortar. Make the slope even and smooth, water it well, then apply a thin, even coat of mixture.

So much interest is being displayed in the hardy perennial flowers at the present time that a few words here regarding 
them may not be amiss. You will find throughout our List Seeds of many of the most popular sorts, and we desire to 
gall particular attention to the Collection offered on page 17. Perennials are not difficult to grow, but most of the varie- 
ties are slower in starting than the annuals, so that care should be taken that the ground does not dry out. The ideal 
place to start them is in a cold frame, where the soil can be kept constantly moist, and when the young plants appear 
they can be protected from heavy rains. Some varieties bloom the first year from seed if this is sown early, but it is 
not until the second year that you get the best results, and from that on for several years these beautiful plants in- 
crease in value, affording color in the garden at a season when few, if any, annuals are blooming, and at the same time 
furnishing fine material for house decoration, as most of these varieties are excellent as cut flowers. Coreopsis Lan- 
ceolata, Gaillardia Grandifiora, Shasta Daisy, and a few others are not reliable unless they are divided and reset in the 
early fall after flowering, but such varieties as Delphinium or English Larkspur, Pyrethrum Hybridum, Oriental Poppy, Col- 
umbine and Sweet William may be depended upon for years.

How to Grow Fine Sweet Peas 


The general opinion is that Sweet Peas being eommon and 
hardy can be planted anywhere, which accounts fer a lot of 
failures. There is no reason why everyone should not have 
fine flowers if they will observe a few simple rules. First 
of all plant early, just as soon as the ground ean be dug 
and is not sticky. Dig deeply. If you are growing sweet 
peas every year, try and prepare your ground in the fall, 
and dig 18 inches deep, mixing manure thoroughly in the 
subsoil. The surface soil in which the seed is sewn should 
not contain manure. If you start in the fall yeu will find 
you can sow earlier in the spring. If you can’t secure ma- 
nure, use bone meal or commercial fertilizers containing 
phosphate and potash. Cover the ground an eighth of an 
inch with these and then dig in and mix thoreughly with 
the soil. Sow the seed three inches deep if on sandy soil, 
or two if in clay. Sow thinly unless you have the courage 
to pull them out after they come up. You can’t have fine 
flowers through the season when plants are very thick. Two 
to three inches apart, or better, four inches if yeu want 
big flowers. Cultivate as soon as they are up and keep cul- 
tivating. Stake them as soon as the rows show plainly. 
For the first month they scarcely make any growth above 
ground, but don’t need water unless the season is very dry. 
Later on when they are showing vigorous growth, a thor- 
ough watering twice a week will help wonderfully if there 
is not sufficient rain. Don’t plant them alongside a house, 
under trees or close to a board fence and expect much from 
them. They need an open space.
